WASHINGTON, Nov. IO—Sec- 
retary of the Navy Knox today re­ 
vealed that the Navy is preparing 
to meet and unprecedented con­ 
centration of German U-boats on 
the Atlantic sea lanes which must 
be kept open to supply and rein­ 
force American fighting forces in 
Africa. 
"Things are going well,” the 
secretary declared,

"I want to give another word 
of warning,” Knox continued. "I 
want to emphasize the difficulties 
and perils that attend the supply 
of this operation.

That meant railroad transportation — the continuous, mass trans­ 
portation of men, munitions and equipment throughout the vast expanse of this land. These 
demands are being met — efficiently and safely.

The sec­ 
ond stage is when white blood 
cells, or phagocytes, wander out 
on the surface of the membrane 
and begin to fight the germs. 
There is some little discharge at 
this time, but of a watery char- 
acter. 
The third « .tag* i one in which 
the germs hav e been licked and 
engulfed by the white blood cells, 
and they begin to be d ischarged in 
masses of mucous. 
The mucous 
glands have been 
stimu lated to 
abnormal activity and great mass­ 
es of mucous are d ischarged . 


General Treatment 


The general treatment ot a cold 
consists in making the patient as 
comfortable as possible with rest, 
hot foot baths, protective blankets 
and such medicines as a*pirir> 
Everyone, however, thinks that 
the local condition in the nose 
should be treated, and while this 
does appear logical, it should be 
done with some regard for the 
changes that are going on. 
During the first stag e applica­ 
tions to the inside of the no • arc 
not only futile, but harmful. What 
is needed is moisture for the swol­ 
len, dry membrane. So steam in­ 
halations and steam kettles to 
moisten the atmosphere are in 
order. Plenty of fluids by mouth, 
so that the whole body is full of 


fluid, is an adjunct to the local ad­ 
ministration of moisture. 
Du ring the second stag e—about 
the second or third day—the less 
local treatment the better because 
! manip u lation might interfere with 
! the action of the white blood cor­ 
pu scles. 


Douches and Sprais 
Die third stag e, heralded by tha 
j d ischarge of mucous and pus, in­ 
d icates that the battle between the 
I germs and the w hite blood corpus- 
i ties is abou t ov er and now* local 
treatment may be of great help 
and relief. The accumulated debria 
shou ld be removed by douching 
and softening sprays. 
As good a solution to use as any 
is salt solu tion. It dissolves mu - 
cou> and d oes the slig htest amount 
of harm. 
Drugs for the nose 
should be 
« elected with care as the ones with 
d estru ctiv e action do more harm 
than good. 
A new method of giving vac­ 
cines for the prevention of colds 
is to spray it in the nose. Good re­ 
sults are reported in 71 per cent of 
cases, failures in 1C per cent.

DIET AND HEALTH

Treatment of Nose During a 
Cold Varies as It Advances 


l r LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 


A COLD in the heed is en infec­ 
tion of the mucous membrane of 
the note. In health, the membrane 
of the nose is an extensive, thick, 
soft cushion, covered with mucous, 
and well supplied with blood ves­ 
sels. 
When a cold strikes, this mem­ 
brane goes through three stages

of change. First, there is a great 
engorgement of the blood \essels, 
and there is also a drying of the 
surface of the membra ie. This 
gives the feeling cf tightness, stiff - 
ness and dry discomfort. The sec­ 
ond stage is when white blood 
cells, or phagocytes, wander out 
on the surface of the membrane 
and begin to fight the germs. 
There is some little discharge at 
this time, but of « watery char­ 
acter. 
The third t>tage is one in which 
the germs have been licked and 
engulfed by the white blood cells, 
and they begin to be discharged in 
masses of mucous. The mucous 
glands have been stimulated to 
abnormal activity and great mass­ 
es of mucous are discharged. 


General Treatment 
The general treatment of a cold 
consists in making the patient as 
comfortable aa possible with rest, 
hot foot baths, protective blankets 
and such medicines as aspirin. 
Everyone, however, thinks that 
the local condition in the nose 
should be treated, and while this 
does appear logical, it should be 
done with some regard for the 
changes that are going on 
During the fret stage applica­ 
tions te the inside of the no < are 
not only futile, but harmful. What 
it needed is moisture for the swol­ 
len, dry membrane. So steam in­ 
halations and steam kettles to 
moisten the atmosphere are in 
order. Plenty of fluids by mouth, 
so that the whole body is full of 


fluid, is an adjunct to the local ad­ 
ministration of moisture. 
During the second stage—about 
the second or third day—the less 
local treatment the better because 
manipulation might interfere with 
the action of the white blood cor­ 
puscles. 
Douches and Sprays 
Die third stage, heralded by the 
discharge of mucous and pus, in­ 
dicates that the battle between the 
germ* and the w hite blood corpus­ 
cles is about over and now local 
treatment may be of great help 
and relief. The accumulated debris 
should be removed by douching 
and softening sprays. 
As good a solution to use as any 
is salt solution. It dissolves mu­ 
cous and does the slightest amount 
of harm. 
Drugs for the nose should be 
^elected with care as the ones with 
destructive action do more harm 
than good. 
A new method of giving vac­ 
cines for the prevention of colds 
is to spray it in the nose. Good re­ 
sults are reported in 74 per cent of 
cases, failures in 16 per cent. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
O. S.:—Is there danger of can­ 
cer’s developing from fibroid tu­ 
mor of the uterus? Is there danger 
of cancer’s developing from a 
large laceration of the uterus? Is 
there any medication that would 
reach these conditions enough to 
heal without having an operation? 
Answer: Fibroid of the uterus 
— no danger of cancer. Laceration 
of cervix—there is a chance of 
cancer's developing. Using some 
sort of palliative medication for 
these things is far more danger­ 
ous th in the simple operation in­ 
volved.
